ALBANY, May 6—Gov. Whitman |
during the coming week faces the
most difficult problem that haa yet
confronted him. He must AppROVe Or
vato the enormous appropriations
made by tho last Leglsiature,

Tnstead of a Ludget of §62,000,000, as
was proclalmed by leglsiative leaders,
it now develops that tho appropria-
tlous total §60,760,023, It was a
§80,000,000 sesslon, the most extrava-
gant save one In history of the State.

To his friends the Governor at first
anserted that he intended cutting the
nppropriations when they came before
him for signature, But he finds him-
melf under great pressurs from every
beneficliary of public funds, and he
hesitatos.

The one blg budgat bill, which wns
supposed to carry all the Stute ap-
propriations, did amount to the $52.-
000,000 proclalmed by the legislators.
But they slipped through extra pleces
of “pork,”” soma large, many small,
adding $8,000,000 to the vast sum of
State expenditures, |

Much of this excess s contalned in
thres bills for improvement and
maintenance of up-HState highways,
not ono penny of which Is npplisd
to the five counties embraced In
Oreater New York. In all, the rural|
roads get §6,000,000, of which 70 per
cent. will be contributed by the tax-
payers of New York City.

An examination of records shows
that in the last two days before the
Legislatura adjourned thera were
slipped through twenty-cight httla
apecinl bills, providing for expanditure
of $1,141,387 of Siate money, and that
in the previous week elght other ape.
cial bills passed carrying approprin-
tions of $2,708,157. Nearly all of these
were for local Improvements in up-
Htate countles, such as roads, bridges,
waterways, supplles and investiga-
tions.

Instead of all State appropriations
belng included in one comprehensive |
budget bill, as was the unnovunced
policy of the Legislature when it
turned down the plan of a budget
made by the UGovernor in favor of
one of ita own making, there wern a

Mediators Unable to Get Owners
to Agree to Give Men
a Day Off.

There in but slight prospect that
the medlators sent by the Department
of Labor fo arbitrate the strike of
the marine engineors will ba able to
necomplish thelr objeet and put an
end to the tie-up of trafMe in New
York Harbor. The strikers, 400 In
number, held . mecting last night
and voted unanimously to stand fiim
in their demanda for incroased wages
and one day off n weok,

The only eonceasion the boat own-
ors have Indloated a willingness to
grant is that of giving the eogineors
two days off each month, Thera will
be another meeting on Monday be-

tween the engineers, thelr employra
and the Federal mediators, but the
men are pessimistic as to the outcoma
of the conference,

of small power yachts and motor
boats, but the congestion of fraight at
all terminals becomes worse hourly.
